MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

W E the underfigned Commifiioners, appointed for enquiring into the feveral 
Funds and Revenues granted for the purpofes of Education, and into the 
Rate and condition of all Schools upon public or charitable foundations, in 
Ireland, in purfuance of the powers vefted in us, beg leave to lay before your Grace 
our Report upon the Hibernian Marine School in Dublin, for maintaining, 
educating, and apprenticing the Orphans and Children of decayed Seamen in the 
Royal Navy and Merchants’ Service. 

The Hibernian Marine Society was incorporated by a Charter of His prefent Inftitution> 
Majefty, in the year 1775, on the petition of t lie Lord Mayor, Archbifhop of 
Dublin, and other Noblemen and Gentlemen of the City of Dublin, Members of 
a Marine Society affociated for the fupport, education, and fitting for fea the 
Orphans and Children of Seafaring Men only — fetting forth, that the faid Society 
had, by voluntary fubfcriptions aud benefa&ions, been enabled to eftablifh a 
Nurfery and School for the maintenance and inftru&ion of the Children of Sea- 
men who had perifhed or been difabled in His Majefty ’s or the Merchants’ Ser- 
vice; and that they had been further enabled by the bounty of Parliament to 
build a Houfe in the City of Dublin, near the fea, capable of receiving two hun- 
dred Children and upwards, when their Funds fhould admit of it. 

The Charter of the Society (a copy of which, with the Bye-laws, is herewith charter, 
fubmitted to your Grace*) directs that the Corporation fhall.be intituled, “The 
Hibernian Marine Society in Dublin, for maintaining, educating, and apprentic- 
ing the Orphans and Children of decayed Seamen in the RoyalNavyand Merchants’ 

Service and that the Lord Lieutenant, the Lord Primate, the Lord Chancellor, the 
Archbilhop of Dublin, and other Officers of Church and State for the time being, 
and certain Noblemen and Gentlemen by name, with others to be elected from time 
to time, ftiall be Members of the faid Society, which it empowers to pnrehafe and 
hold lands to the value of two tboufand pounds per annum, and to ere6t Nurferies 
and Schools in other parts of Ireland.— It direfts four General Quarterly Meetings 
to be held yearly, at one of which a Prefident, feven Vice Prefidents, two Secreta- 
ries, a Treasurer, Regifter, and other neceflary Officers, fhall be annually eleeied 
from the Members of the Society, and fworn into office by the Prefident, one ot the 
Vice Prefidents, or two other Members; and alfo a Committee of fifteen tor car- 
rying into execution the Rules and Orders of the Corporation, who fhall meet on 
the firft Monday in every month, or oftener if neceflary. It further directs, that none 
but Children ofdeceafed, reduced, or decayed Seamen in the Royal or Merchants’ 

Service, or that had been fo, ftiall be received into any Nurfery or School of the 
Corporation. By the Bye-laws of the Society (which they are empowered to Bye-laws, 
make by the Charter) none of the Members of the Corporation (or Governors, as 
they are otherwife culled), whether by Charier or election, can accept ot any office 
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under the Society with a falarv, except that of Regifter. The prefent Surgeon 
to the Society is alfo excepted; having been a Governor when eledted to that 
office, before the Bye-law was enacted. 

Funds. The Funds of this Society confift in, firft, a Capital amounting on the laft re- 

turn to ten thoufand five hundred and nineteen pounds nine /hillings and three 
halfpence, of which feven thoufand one hundred and fixty-fix pounds thirteen 
/hillings and four-pence is in Bank Stock, eight hundred pounds in the Three and 
a Half per Cents, and fixteen hundred and /even pounds eight /hillings and feven- 
pence on perfonal fecurity.

And 4tldy. in Parliamentary Grants. 

Thefe have varied according to the exigencies of the Society from feven hun- 
dred and fifty to two thoufand pounds, till the laft year, when, in confequence 
of alterations and improvements then executing in the Houfe, the linn of two 
thoufand eight hundred and ninety-fix pounds was granted, and this year the 
Grant has been enlarged to three thoufand five hundred and twenty -three pounds 
nett. According to the return of the Regifter, the expenditure laft year was 
five thoufand eight hundred and thirty-two pounds nine /hillings and eleven 
pence halfpenny. The total Income ftated by the Regifter was three thoufand 
nine hundred and eighty-one pounds fifteen /hillings and feven pence halfpenny ; 
and the excefs of Expenditure, one thoufand eight hundred and fifty pounds 
fourteen /hillings and four pence. 

This was partly provided for by the fale of Government Securit ies to the amount 
of four thoufand three hundred and fifty pounds (on which there is ftated to 
have been a lofs of thirty-nine pounds fixteen /hillings and five pence) and to 
which the Governors were induced for the purpofe of increafing their Bank Stock, 
which, on the Grant of a new Charter to the Bank, they were allowed as original 
Subfcribers to purchafe at one hundred and twenty-five per cent. The laft in- 
ftalment of their additional Subfeription, was due on the 24th June laft, and has 
been paid out of the Parliamentary Grant of this year. The Funds are in fome 
years al/ifled by a benefaction from the Oufel Galley of twenty guineas, and by 
a bonus on Bank Stock, which in the year 1807 amounted to one hundred and 
feven pounds ten /hillings. In future however the latter is not expe&ed, but 
in lieu of it an increafe of the annual Dividend. 

Buildings. The Houfe is fituated on Rogerfon’s Quay, and is feparated from the ftreet 
by a court-yard, with a wall and iron gate. 

It is a plain fubftnatial building, feventy-two feet by forty-fix, with two wings, 
each thirty feet in front by fixty feet in depth, whofe fronts range with the rear 
wall of the houfe, and which include therefore an area to the rear of feventv fet 
by fixty. The part of this area next the houfe is on the level of the ftreet, and forms a 
handfome Terrace, from which there is a defeeut by a flight of fteps to the other 
part, which is on the level of the bafement ftory and Play Ground. The houfe 
contains apartments for the Chaplain (who is allowed the ufc of the Board RoonP, 
the Mailer, Uiher, and Iloufe-keeper, two Dormitories of about forty-eight feet 
by eighteen, two of about twenty-five by twenty-two, and one of twenty-five by 
feven and a half, with an Infirmary twenty-five by twenty-two. 

It is ftated in the Petition for the Charter, to be capable of accommodating two 
hundred Boys. In that ftatement, probably the Infirmary, and perhaps one or 
two rooms now occupied by the Officers were confidered' as Dormitories. Thofe 
ufed as fuch at prefent, would not contain more than about one hundred and 
fixty, and for this purpofe the beds muft be (as in fa6t they are) quite clofe to 
each other. But many at prefent are unoccupied, as there are only one hundred 
and ten Boys in the houfe. The Infirmary is inconveniently fituated, in the very 
center of the houfe, though there is an accefs to it by a ftaircafe, which does no t 
communicate with the Dormitories, but being confined on three fides it cannot 

be 
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be aired or ventilated as it ought, particularly for convalefcents, for whom there- 
fore the Governors have lately taken a fmail houfe in the country, near two miles 
diftant, to which the Boys are removed from the Infirmary, as loon as they are 
fufficiently recovered to be capable of it. The fituatron 01 the lioufe itfelt, near 
the river on low ground, and (in winter at leall) in a damp and foggy atmo- 
fphere, rendered this roeafure Hill more ueceflkry. It has been tome time in the 
contemplation of the Governors to erefi an Infirmary at toe ealt end ot the houfe 
in front of the eal't wing ; and a building correfponding to it at the other end, 
for an apartment for the Uiher, which would enlarge the accommodations ot he 
houfe to the full Eflablilhment of two hundred Boys ; this, though a very dehr- 
able meafure, and for which there can be little doubt oi 1 arhamentary aid being 
obtained, we are forry to Man is not likely to be carried into execution, 
partly from a difagreement among the aaing Governors and partly from t ie 
want of fufficient energy and aaivity. Tile wings of the building comam the 
Chapel and School-room, each fifty-one feet by twenty-fix. The Chapel is neatly 
fitted up, and has a large fire place at one end, under It are t.ie Laundry and 
other Offices, and under the School-room is the ordinary Mefs-roopi, ot the tame 
fiimenfions with it. The whole of the buildings are in good repair, and the 
Dormitories and other rooms in the houfe appear to be kept clean and wel 
aired. The Play Ground is an area behind the houfe of about feyenty yards 
fquare. It appears to be infufficiently inclofed, the wall on the foulh fide being 
too low; and there is reafon to believe that many of the elopements which have 

taken place, were effeaed by the Boys efcaping over it. 

Bv a Bve-law of the Governors no Boys are to be admitted under the age Adm.ff.on. 
of nine years, unlefs from their fize or ftrength they are deemed proper at eight; 
they are previoully examined and certified by the Surgeon to be of lound health 
and conftitution. Security of ten pounds is given by feme friend of each Boy 
before ad million for his condua and demeanour, and of late the condition ol not 
elopin" has been introduced into it. This was occafioned by the great number Elopements, 
of elopements in the laft ten or twelve years ; the average for that period has been 
twelve in a vear, and in one year they amounted to thirty ; in the two laft years 
above forty have eloped ; the prance is facilitated partly by the c.rcumftance 
juft mentioned of the infuflicieut inclofure of the Play Ground, and partly by 
one of the Boys being Rationed at the Gate as Porter, who lias therefore the 
opportunity either of eloping himfelf or permitting and affifting others. If 
dete&ed in the latter, he is feverely puniflied, but this is not found fufficient to 
deter them, and it is ftill lefs to be expefted that, even where there is no difpo- 
fition to it, a Boy eleven or twelve years old will be fo vigilant in attending to 
his poll, as not to afford occafions to others to efcape. On this fubject, we can- 
not help faying, there appears to have been great want of attention in the Gover- 
nors who might, we think, and ought long fince to have adopted effec.ual 
ineafares for putting a flop to this molt injurious and difgraceful practice. 

It was ftated to us by the Chaplain, that twenty eloped at one time, in con- 
iequence of a Lieutenant of the Navy having come to the School the clay 
before to infpea the Boys and fele& fuch as were fit to ferve on board a Man of 
War- other occafions of elopements are ftated to be the intercourfe allowed 
between the Boys and their friends, and their being frequently fent out with 
fummonfes and on other meffages. We have thought it our duty to make a 
reprefentation to the Governors on this and another iubje&, which will be noticed 
hereafter in this Report. ^ , , , ,i„ 

Applications for Admiffion are made by printed Certificates, figned by Ma ters 
of Ships and Iloufekeepers of the Pariih in which the Boys refide one of whom 
attends to fwear, if required, that they are the fens of Seamen. They are clothed 
on their admiflion in a new drefs, refembling that of the profelhon to which they 
are deftined ; the courfe of Iuftrudion is reading, writing, arithmetic, and 
navigation ; at a proper age they are apprenticed uf'ually to Matters of Mer- 
chants’ Veffels, who take them without any fee ; feme are occafionally lent on 
board the Navy ; in the laft ten years only forty-fix have been thus dilpofcd ol ; 
in the fame period one hundred and fifty-eight have been apprenticed, and the 
Admiftions in that time have been four hundred and twenty-eight. Iheteareat 
prefent, as we have ftated, one hundred and ten Boys in the School, a fmaller 
jmmber than has been for the laft three or four years; and in the prefent .tate Matter an 
of the School, with refpeft to Inftruaion, it is not definable that more Inomd^be Uiher. 
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admitted. There is no Mafter at prefent, nor has been fince January laft, when 
the late Mafter was difmiffed, as was ftated to us by the Chaplain, for mifconduft 
in iuffering Boys to be fent on board the Navy before they were properly 
qualified ; his fon, who w'as the C flier, wasdifmilfed at the fame time on the fame 
account. Aperfon was appointed to fucceed the latter in the following month 
under whole Angle care the inflruftion of the Boys in reading, writing, and 
cyphering has fince continued ; he is ftated by the Chaplain to be a well-behaved 
nmn, but not to underftand navigation; on our further and perfonal examination 
it appears that he had never been employed in teaching before. He pays, however, 
the clofeft attention to his duty, which he difcharges to the belt of his ability, 
and is in many refpefts a moft ufeful officer ; he keeps the Boys in the greateft 
order, and of late the number of elopements has decreafed, in confequence, as 
we believe, of his extreme vigilance and attention; but in the article of 
Inftruftion the School is in a moft deplorable fiate. If the Uiher were 
ever fo well qualified he could not fmgly teach fo great a number, even in 
reading alone, efpecialfy as the practice of employing Monitors has not been 
introduced, nor indeed are any of the Boys, as far as we can learn, capable of 
acting in 1 hat capacity. The delay in the appointment of a Mafter feems very 
mexeufable ; after fome time, indeed, an advertifement was inferted in the papers 
announcing the vacancy and inviting applications, and a day was at laft fixed for 
holding the election, viz. Saturday the 26th Auguft ; a number of candidates 
accordingly appeared on that day, and feventeen Governors attended the Board, 
but it was then difeovered, that in confequence of fome omiffion in point of form 
the election could not. take phme, and was therefore adjourned ’till the firft Monday 
in November; the School will then have been ten months without a Mafter. 
It had been refolved it feems at a former meeting, that the appointments of the 
Mafter fliould henceforth be increafed in the article of falary to one hundred 
pounds per annum from thirty-five pounds, and to withdraw certain allowances 
he had formerly enjoyed, and this refolution was required by the Bye-laws to be 
propofed at one Quarterly Meeting previoufly to its being finally adapted at. a 
fubfequent one ; this had been omitted before the laft Quarterly Meeting in Auguft, 
and the meaftire could not therefore take place ’till the next in November; but 
it feems obvious that the election might have been made notwithstanding, and the 
Mafter given to underftand that his appointment, though not then regularly 
fandfioned would be fo at the next meeting, and fliould commence from the day 
of his ele&ion. Several candidates have come to Dublin from different quarters, 
and it is much to be apprehended that from difgtift at their disappointment they 
may not offer themfelves a fecond time, and thus the advantage of Selection may 
be in a great meafure forfeited : we have reafon to believe that much difference 
of opinion among the Governors prevailed on this as on other occafions, and we 
are forry to he obliged to Hate, that partly from this circumflanee and partly from 
the fmall number of adting Governors who had ufually attended to the concerns 
of the Inftitution, and who, though men of unimpeached integrity and fincerely 
attached to its interefts, appear not to have poffefled Sufficient energy or vigour foi- 
sts proper management and direction. The government of the Society appears 
for fome time to have been in many inftances defeftive and inefficient : it lias 
been dated to us that on fome occafions of late the Monthlv Meetings of the 
Committee of fifteen have been adjourned for want of a fufficient number to 
make a Board, though the ftate of the School during the vacancy of the Mafter- 
ihip required a clofer attention and more frequent iufpedlion than ordinary; it 
does not appear that in that period the Chaplain has been called on to give any 
afliftance to the Uthcr in the iuftruSion of t he Boys, or any other attendance in 
the School than his general duty required at other times. Indeed the duties 
of another kind irnpofed on the Chaplain appear to be wholly incompatible with 
the due difcliarge ofthofe which properly belong to his office, and this we confider 
as another iriftance of injudicious management in the Governors ; exclufive of his 
care of the Chapel and the performance of Divine Service on Sundays, he is very 
properly required to give attendance at the opening of the School in the muruitw, 
to iuftruft the Boys in reading the Morning Prayers, Plalms, and Leffons 01 the 
day, to caufe them to perform alternately the Evening Service, and to attend the 
School occaftonaily at other limes, to note the attendance of the Mafter and Uflter, 
and to calechife the children, which includes their inftruftion in (he principles 
-of Morality and Religion ; in addition to thefe duties he is alio required to 
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fuperintend the conduct of the Houfekeeper and other Servants of the Houfe, and 
report their failure or neglect of duty to the Governors ; to attend to the diet, 
bedding, cleanlincfs, and clothing of the Boys, to take charge and keep an 
inventory of their clothing, and deliver it out as wanted ; to fuperintend the whole 
internal management of the Inftitution, to ditburfe the fums necetiary for its inci- 
dental ex pence's, and thofe of the Sick Lift, and account for the fame at Quarterly 
Meetings ; to attend the ft 1 ambles thrice a week, and examine the meat intended For 
the Houfe ; to attend the potatoe market, and purdiale and fee weighed the potatoes 
for the ufe of the Boys; and finally to examine and certify all bills font, k: to the 
Board for payment. He is, therefore, not only Chaplain, but. Provider?, Pay- 
mafter. Steward, and Infpcctor of the Inftitution; and it is obvious to remark, 
that if the duties of tbefe latter Offices are properly executed (and they are 
thofe to which the attention of the Governors will be chiefly directed), that of 
giving the Boys proper religious and other InftruCtion, mutt unavoidably be d:i- 
charged under great difadvantage, and with many interruptions, and is in danger 
of being even negle&ed as of inferior importance, or at lea ft of lefs prefling ne- 
ceffity. The falary of the Chaplain is one hundred pounds per annum, with an 
allowance of coals and candles, as he relides in the lioufe. We are of opinion 
that thefe appointments would be no more than reasonable, if he were only to 
dilcharge the proper functions of that office, provided he was duly qualified for 
it, and performed his duty faithfully and effectually, to which we coniider that of 
infpecting the conduct of all the other refident Officers and Servants to be a 
very fuitable and not unreafonable addition. But we entirely difapprove of his 
being occupied with thofe employments which belong to another and very dif- 
ferent defcription of perfon, and fhould be exercifed by an Officer on the Efta- 
blifhment, appointed and paid for the purpofe, under the ufual denomination ot 
Steward or Providore. 

The other Officers of the Society who receive falaries, are the Regifter, Phy- Oflicen. 
fician, Surgeon, M after, Ufher, Houfekeeper, and five Under-fervants. The duty Regftier. 

. of the Regifter is to attend all Meetings of the Governors, to take minutes of the 
proceedings, and enter them in books provided for the purpofe; to preferve in his 
cufiody all books, papers, writings, &c. belonging to the Society; to iftue fu tu- 
rnon fes for Meetings ; to receive fubfcriptions and pay them into the hands of the 
Treafurer; to difcharge Inch bills as he ftiail be directed to pay; to prepare and 
keep the accounts of the Society, and prefent them annually at the hi lt Meeting 
of the Governors in November. His falary is one hundred pounds per annum, 
with an allowance of five per cent, for collecting the annual fubfcriptions. 

The Phyfician and Surgeon alio receive lalaries of one hundred pounds per phyficiaa 
annum. Neither of them refides; but it is ftated to us that they ufually vifit and Surgeon, 
the School once a week, and at other times when their attendance is necetiary. 

The Surgeon examines the Boys previous to their admiffion. 

The duty of the Matter is now confined to the inftruCtion of the Boys, and fu- Matter, 
perintending their conduct. Till lately he was required to perform moft of thole 
Duties which have been impofed on the Chaplain fince he became a refident 
Officer, 'the falary of the Matter has hitherto been thirty-five guineas a year, 
with an allowance that made his appointment near one hundred pounds, exclufive 
of coals and candles; but it is now intended to augment his falary to one hun- 
dred pounds, and to withhold the former allowances. The falary of the Ufher 
is twenty pounds, with allowances that may be valued at near fifty pounds. His 
duty is alfo confined to the inftruCtion and care of the Boys, both Matter and 
Ufher refid e in the houfe. The Houfekeeper has twelve pounds per annum, 
and allowances worth near forty pounds per annum ; and the Under-fervants’ 
wages are five pounds ten {hillings each, with diet and lodging. 

The Officers who receive no falaries are, the Prefidem, Vice-Prefident,Trea- Houfe- 
furer, and two Secretaries. The duty ef the Secretaries is to fuperintend the keeper, 
condufit of the Regifter in the execution of his office, and to approve of the ap- 
prenticing of the Boys, and accept their Indentures. This laft, therefore, is the 
only employment of the Secretaries, if the Regifter does his duty, which includes 
in it (as described in the Bye-laws) moft of what ufually belongs to the Office of 
Secretary in other Inftitutions. 

We have fubjoined in the Appendix an Abftraft of the Income and Expendi- 
ture of the Society for the laft twelve years, and other Returns made to us by the 
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Regifter, of the number of Boys admitted in that period, and how difpofed of, 
their courfe of inftruction, and other particulars of the Eftablilhment.
